nually, vnt ill uch time as the matter be quite coniu⸗ 
med. As appered true in this tailed Star:which after 
the pꝛidt of kyꝛſt appecrance therok, began to abate 
in greatnes of flame, bꝛightnes of collour, as I mp 
t obferued the maner thereot. vntil ſuch time, as it 
was vtterly extinguiſhed: which, as ſome ſay, was 
much about the end ol lanuarie following. 1578. And 
this was noted to be the natural cauſe of the continu 
aunce,X ending thereof. Howbeit, to enterpꝛete moꝛe 
like a Chaiſtian, I take. the time depended vpon the 
pleaſure of God onely;who ſo longe extended the fla- 
ming thercof.to the intent that voho ſo had a nundr 
wil to haue regard to his mexciful wooxkes ; might 
within ſo long ſpace take oetaſion to taſt their eyes vp 
vnto heauẽ, and there behold a notable token of ſo 
great iudgement. he ment to execute vpon the earth. 
2 That byaſcending vp ot ſo much matter into the 


gduixe, as was able to engender ſogreat afirie-impef- 


ſion, the earth beneath was diſcharged thꝛough the 
ſpecial pꝛouidence ot᷑ God, of infinite multitudes of 
noiſoin exhaiattons,x peſtilẽt Napours ſurcipit can⸗ 
not be denied: which(doubtles/are the pꝛocatartikea 
antecedent cauſes of infinit diſeaſes, that ofcontra- 
ty kindes. wherwith the bodies ol men are dayly af- 
flicted, a continually ſent to their long home. And tru⸗ 
ly Jam thus perfyoaded, that thefe multttudes of va- 
pours in tins manm v conſimned haue bin the cauſe ol 
the great and longe dꝛought, which we haue had all 
this ſummer.

A VIEW ar wonaderrrn Tectes 
CozneFruites&&tHcrvictualies, as not much mote 
in any peere: which other wie it is like, beeing in ſuch 
plenty. might either haue dꝛenched the ground with 
to much moyſture: oz haue —5 the fruites be⸗ 
foze their ripemug oꝛ haue rotted the Coꝛne bpon the 
ground foꝛ lack ot conuenient weather fo: ſeaſoning, 
and carriage. But ſince the conſuming of this great 
abofidance ofrcakes in the Comet, looke what effect 
p Sunnes heate in pꝛime of Summer hath wzought 
by dꝛawing ſemblable matter out of the earth, the 
ſame haue we lounde not tobe ſmall by the pientye, 
pet msderacie,ofthe moyſture which hath falls, ſince 
ſuch time as the dapes haue bin ſhoztned,x the ſunne 
isdepartedfrom our Septentrionall parts towardes 
the Meridionall: which fall of mopſture;as I ſap,was 
notwithſtanding not ſo intollerable;that it hath over 
ſogkedthe grounde with to much water, moꝛe than 
the dzought befoze was immoderate, and able to 
make the ſame vnfruitfull and barrein.

ment; beſpdes that J acknowledge it to be the ſeuere 
rod ok toꝛrection, deſeruedly ſapd vpo vs foꝛ our ſyns 
by our molt iuſt God. a moſt merciiul fat her:map be 
the dꝛawing awap of the molt ſubtyle it fine parts of 
thele ſuperfluous matters, wherot I ſpake exe while. 
By meanes wherof, the very dꝛoſſe and dꝛegges the 


heauieſt a leſſe apt to mooue being leit behind, al wel 


within the bodies ol men as the bowelles of pᷣ earth, 
there foiloweth Coꝛruptiõ, the mother of p peſtilẽce. 
and all other intectious diſeaſes,which;acco:ding to 
the marmor that they atfect the diſeaſed, do miniſter 
bntothole that be ſkilfull in the pꝛofeſſion of Phiſick, 
ſufficient tokens to diſcerne their cauſes , J could ſay 
ſom what in this matter of mine owne knowledge, a 
alſo haue had conference with ſome of good bnder- 
ſtanding a experience: and J am credibly enfo2med, 
that this peeres ſicknes ofpeſtilence hath bene ſo dif- 
ficult, that foꝛ one that hath eſcaped it, twenty at the 
leaſt haue died therof. The Criles, as the Phiſitions 
teatme them, oꝛ natural moouing ofp humoꝛs vn- 
to amendment. oꝛ death, haue bene ſo diſo2dered and 
out of courſe, the ſoges ſo low to come foꝛth, ſo obſti⸗ 
nat to be reſolued, ſo malicious to be cured, that they 
haue refuſed to obey the Phiſitions cunning pꝛocec⸗ 
dings, 02 the Chirurgrons ſkilfullhandy woꝛkman⸗ 
Do p the humoꝛs, which are the matcriall cauſe 
em, map ſeeme to be Melancholy, ioyned with a 


kinde of rotten, ſtinking, clammpy fle ame: the one the 
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\ view ot wondertult Effects 
byꝛde offlowe lumpilh da turne, the other the ollpꝛing 
of the motſt Mone. Ind this infection ts fogenetal- 
ly diſperſed, that there be fe w lands beyond p Sea of 
neere ſituation, but they be touched therewith: Italy 
is not free foꝛ many Cities: Paris in Fraũce woonder-s 
fully afflicted: Louane hath felt the ſharpnes therof: 
Antwarpe hath not ſtaped ſrot free: the power of the 
States in the lowo Countreps hath bene viſited: and 
as fo2 the Spaniſh crue there, what with the [wooꝛd, 
t what with the plague ofpeſtflence , it is not a lytle 
weakened, a diminiſhed and the pꝛide therol abated. 
4 But that beſpdes theſe naturall eſtects, that ate 

poztented a wꝛought in deede by this blaſing Star, 
we ought ſpectaliptotyft vp dur mindes to the con⸗ 
templation ot Gods mighty power and-p2zowdence 
oucr his choſẽ people, dohich are his beloued Church. 
itis moſt manifeſt to all that are religibuſlyperſvwasy 
ded -. Let vs then examine this one popnet, concer- 
ning the moſt bꝛight appeerante af this Elementary 


Impꝛeſſiõ fyꝛſt ſeen in the apze. towards the South ⸗ 


weſt. It hath bene credibly re poꝛzted, that in places 
quyte beponde the boundes of Chꝛiſtendome, there 
haue appeared of late, ſutchtokens ot the feare and 
loue of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and that by them that haue not 
vrt generally arrogated vnto themſelues the names 
of Chꝛiſtians:that if they were as neere to England, 
as Barbary is to Spaine, wt might wozthily be aſha⸗ 
med ol our parts. And there is now ſuch hope woꝛ⸗ 
thilyto be contepued, of the moſt wiſhed cue xſion of 
thoie Nations vnto the true knowledge of God, and 
Chuſttan Religion, that there is no godlp minde but 
doth much retotce thr rat, to hoare flock ofthel 

full with ſo large an addition tpkelptdbe-cncreal 


There be ſomc of our tountreymen 5 know what J 
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meane, a what tommodity themſelues haut reaped 
therby, and therfoze can beare me wytneſſe þ this is 
true. Mtherloꝛe from thence oꝛ from hence it pleaſe 8 
Loꝛd to ſend his light, by occaſio whatſocuet, ſo þ the 
toũtreys from vs ⁊ them moꝛe by eaſt, whether they 
be Spaine, Ftaunce, Italy, dꝛ any other, mape be made 
partakers of his gloꝛious goſpel, both we & they, and 
al hear: of ſo wonderful a woꝛk, ſh al iuſtly be enfoꝛ⸗ 
ted to ſet foꝛth his moſt glozious name. J am ſure 5ᷣ in 
dur moſt gratious ſouereigue, queeneElixabeth, thete 
reſteth a wyl dt deſire, that wape to do good vnto all, - 
And moſt certaine againe J am, 5 this tyme is much 
wiſhed foz by many of their godly thyꝛſting Soules, 
wheſocuer it ſhal pleaſe God toſtrike the ſtroake, a3 
he onelpknoweth his tymes. how, # when to come. 
And it is affuredip repoꝛted vᷣ he hath at this pꝛeſent 
begun alreadp a mighty wozke in Spaine, the L62de 
graunt that it be as true newes, as it is topfull. Ind 
rayſed vp there a mighty Moſes, Wylling Iſraelites, 
btterly to caſt off the ſlauery ot Egi pt, and foꝛſake the 
blouddy Pharao of Rome, with al his adherents # ac⸗ 
complices his wytches # ſoꝛcerers, as alſo his polli⸗ 
cies of gouernment, ( woꝛd and fagot, # the moſt de⸗ 
uiliſh Jnquiſitis, Þ hath cauſcd the obiuring ol many 
a well perſwaded conſcience, # the ſpylling of mutch 
chꝛiſtian bloud: to v end they may ſerue p Loꝛd their 
God in truth # righteouſnes al the dates of their life, 
5 The Sun which daplp ſhineth vpon vs, is indeed 
taken foꝛ a type ot Icſus Chꝛiſt, the Sonne of God: 
the Moone foꝛ his ſpowſe the Church, which by him 
is no leſle illummated than Moone by this Comer, 
towards whome it ſhaoted foꝛth the bꝛight ſhyning 
taple, whlle 5 Poone was but of mal Right, as com⸗ 
nfing butlarcip trom p chainge. And who ca deny in 
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A view ot wonderful 
frueth,butthat the faithful ChurchofGod.thzough 
his molt gratious alliſtice,groweth eueryday vnto 
mote perfection thaother-And J doubt not, but that 
among the p2ofeſſours of true Religion within this 
our Realme, many are ryſen to moze cõmendable in- 
tegrity, alwel in liuing. as dottrine. And this J heare 
foꝛ certeinty, wherat J retopce,that by meanes ofthe 
oꝛderly, and charitable dealings ofſome of honour a 
woꝛſhip, that are in aucthozity,many that haue con- 
tinued blinde and obſtinate of long time in their olde 
ſuperſtitions; haue of late dapes bene bzought home 
to the trueth, to the no ſmall gloꝛp of God, # commẽ⸗ 
dation ofhis good inſtruments. Ind it is moꝛe dayly 
to be hoped, that this courſe ſhall take greater en- 
creaſe, it modeſty, and wiſdome being ioyned with 
aucthoꝛity, where fayꝛe meanes wyll by no meanes 
p{euaile, the other extremity be put in pꝛactice: foꝛ 
atctoꝛding to the olde ſaping: Malo nodo parandus ma- 
lus cuneus. But let vs leaue home, and ſtand a typtoe, 
and looke ouer into Flaunders, and we ſhall finde ſul⸗ 
ficient matter there to muſe at, andto woonder how 
matueilduſly God hath there, within this reuolutiõ, 
pꝛeſerued, de feded,enlarged, # reuenged His Church: 
far moꝛe miraculouſly than could be hoped , and not 
leſſe fatherlp than could be wiſhed: God make both 
them and vs thankfull fo2 it. |

riage, as it were, of our mol? true andnaturall ſoue⸗ 
raigne Queene Elizabeth, with the holy Church and 
Golpe! of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, indiſſolubiy vnited: but allo 
of ſuteh oꝛdinancies leagues. c confederacies, as ſhe 
hath taken, oꝛ meaneth to take, epther wichen her 
ovone domintons , oꝛ abꝛoade with fozrein Pꝛinces, 
fo2 the mainteinance the rot, # aſſurance of thofethat 
pꝛofeſſe the ſame. And moꝛcouer, I am of this opinis, 
contrary to the trapterous iudgemẽt of ſome hollow 
harts, that the lengthning of her Maieſties long nile.
